The N.C. Department of Transportation will hold a public meeting regarding the proposed project to 

improve U.S. 601 (Rockford Street) from the south side of U.S. 52 (South Andy Griffith Parkway) to  

Forrest Drive (S.R. 1365). The meeting will take place on Thursday, November 15 from 4 p.m. to 7 p.m. at 

the Reeves Community Center, Kids Club Room located at 113 South Renfro Street in Mount Airy.  

 
Since the last public meeting in March, the project team has continued to refine the designs to add more 

detail and incorporate comments from the public where feasible. The purpose of this project is to address 

safety issues on the corridor. 

  

The public may drop-in at any time during the meeting hours. NCDOT representatives will be available to 
answer questions and listen to comments regarding the project. The opportunity to submit comments will 

also be provided at the meeting or via phone, email, or mail by November 30, 2018. Comments received 

will be taken into consideration as the project develops. Please note that no formal presentation will be 

made.
